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III.— THE IE. ROOT SELO-. 



There is a wide-spread root selo-, with the by-form seld-, which 
seems to have expressed primarily motion from side to side or in 
a circle or downward. Most common among the derived mean- 
ings are: ' swing, throw ; sway, dance; wind, twist; slink, creep; 
bend, sink ; slip, slide '. These meanings are apparently not very 
closely connected, yet most of them, and others in addition, will 
be found under the base sele-g"a x - below, and we shall see how 
easily the various significations are derived from a common 
center. The root is represented in the following words : — 

I. ChSl. s&lati 'schicken', Gk. SWofiat, Lat. salid 'leap, spring', 
salebra 'jolting, rough road ' (from which certainly Goth, saldra 
'possen' need not be separated), Lith. selU 'schleiche' (cf. Prell- 
witz, Et. Wb.; Brugmann, Grd. P, 456), Lith. seld ' schwachheit, 
ohnmacht', i.e. ' a slipping, falling away', s'eluju 'zage'. With 
Lith. seld. compare Lat. *sold- ' weakness, softness, gentleness ', 
whence sola-n ' lindern, mitigare, soothe, lighten, comfort, con- 
sole'. 

Here also probably ON. selja ' treiben ; uberliefern, abliefern, 
geben', Goth, saljan 'opfern', primarily 'let slip, let go', and 
hence closely connected in meaning with ChSl. s&lati 'schicken'. 
Gk. c'X«i/ 'seize, take' probably comes from the idea of rapid 
motion. Compare ON. ^r«/« 'stir, move': hrlfa 'seize'; MHG. 
snaben 'springen, eilen; stolpern, straucheln', snappen 'wanken, 
straucheln: angreifen, strassenraub treiben'. 

From the primary meaning 'fall, befall, happen' may belong 
here OE. s&l 'occasion, time; opportunity; condition; happi- 
ness', scelan 'happen', sfelig 'happy, prosperous', Goth, sels 
'giitig, mild', etc. Such a development of meaning would be 
perfectly natural. And it is certain that OE. sal represents this 
Germ, word in its earliest extant meaning. Not 'happiness' but 
'occasion, time' is the earlier signification. But Germ, sila- may 
go back to a pre-Germ. *se-lo- 'a sowing, season, proper time', 
root si- 'sow' (cf. author, PBB, XXIV, 531), and could, in that 
case, not be connected with the root selo- under discussion. 
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If, however, we assume that this group is derived from the 
root selo-, we may then separate Germ, sela- into two sub-groups 
with divergent meanings, the first represented by OE. sal 'occa- 
sion ; opportunity; happiness', s&lig 'happy', OHG. sdlig 
'gliicklich', etc. (compare MLG. slumpen 'gliicken', I, 4 below); 
the second by Goth, sels ' giitig, mild '. These would represent a 
pre-Germ. *selo- 'falling, befalling, fortunate: falling away, yield- 
ing, mild, soft'. Goth, sels would therefore be most closely related 
in meaning to Lith. site 'schwachheit', Lat. sdld-ri 'lindern, 
mitigare'. Although this brings us to a connection between 
Goth, sels and Lat. sdldrl made by Brugmann, Die Ausdriicke 
fur den Begriff der Totalitat, 47, the explanation of this con- 
nection is entirely different. 

Now from the root selo- are formed, with the suffixes -no- Q-nd-, 
-ni-, -nu-), -mo-, -to-, -bo-, etc., the derived bases sele-no- [sel-no-, 
sle-no-, sl-no-), sele-mo-, etc.; and, with the suffixes -{o-, -uo-, the 
bases sele-io-, (sleio-, sli-) and sele-uo- (sleuo-, sin-), whence the 
derivatives slei-tno-, -bo-, -po-, etc. and sleu-mo-, -bo-, -po-, etc. 
(cf. Persson, Wz. 189 f.). 

2. Base sele-na *- : Gk. {Xevrj ' wicker basket ' < *selend- ' a twist- 
ing, twining', Skt. srni 'sichel', srni 'haken zum antreiben des 
elefanten ', Lith. selinu ' schleiche, lauere ', ON. slen ' tr'agheit ', 
slinni ' schwerf'alliger mensch, lout ', Lat. lints ' soft, mild ', liniter 
' slowly, indolently ', perhaps from *sli-ni- ' bending, weak, soft '. 

3. Base sele-ma % -\ Skt. srdmd ' hinkend, lahm ', sratna 'ver- 
renkung des fusses, lahmheit, siechtum ', MHG. slemen 'um- 
kehren, stiirzen, wenden', ON. slBma 'swing, brandish', slamra 
' beat ', Norw. slamre ' larmen, toben ', Sw. slamra ' klappen, 
klirren ', E. slam ' zuschmeissen '. 

4. Base sele-ba "- : Lat. labo ' totter, waver, sink ', labor ' slip, 
fall ; go to ruin, perish ', Skt. Idmbate ' hangt herab ', ON. slapa 
' los hangen ', sldpr * schlaffer mensch ', OHG. slaf ' schlaff', sldf 
'schlafe', i.e. 'thin, sunken-place', Goth, slipan 'sleep', Lith. 
slabnas, ChSl. slabu 'schwach', OHG. sleffar 'lubricus', ON. 
slepja ' schleimen ', sleppa ' entschliipfen ', MHG. slampen ' schlaff 
herabhangen ', slump 'schlumpig', NHG. schlamp, schlempe, 
schlump, schlumpe, schlumpen, etc., Sw. slumpa 'schleudern, 
schlaudern ', slump, Dan. slump 'zufalF, slumpe 'etwas zufallig 
bekommen; fiber etwas fallen', MLG. slumpen 'gliicken', E. 
slump, slumpy, Gk. Xapfiava ' fall upon, seize, grasp, take ', \a@ P os 
'furious, violent', Xa# r 'forceps, buckle, clasp', NHG. schlimpe 
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' catch '. Or schlitnpe may be compared with Lat. limbus ' noose ; 
band * (cf. II, 5). 

5. Base sele-pa x -: ON. slafask 'sagtnes, aftage, nachlassen', 
slefa 'slobber', slafr 'babbling, gewasch', NHG. schlabbern, 
Lith. sllpnas 'schwach, kraftlos', sllpti 'schwach werden', slepiu 
' verberge.verstecke', slapus 'wer sehr heimlich thut, schleicher', 
Lett, slept 'verheimlichen', MHG. slimp, -bes 'schief, schr'age; 
nicht richtig, verkehrt', NHG. schlimm, Gk. \anap6s 'slack, 
loose', \airapa 'flank, loins', Lith slepsna 'diinnung, weichen'. 

Gk. \anap6s may come from the base seleq"o- and be cognate 
with Lat. lacuna (v. infra). Some of the Germ, words may be 
from the base sele-bho-. So we may compare ON. slefa 'slobber', 
G. schlabbern, MHG. slam, -tnes 'schlamm' (for older *slamp, 
-bes~), slemmen 'prassen, schlemmen' with Gk. Xipfyos 'schleim, 
rotz ' (cf. Prellwitz, Et. Wb. s. v.). For the development of the 
meaning ' slime ' see below. 

6. Base sele-ga x -: MHG. slenken 'schwingen, schleudern', 
slanc ' schlank, mager ', Du. slank ' diinn, behende ', ON. slakke 
'slope', E. slink 'creep away, sneak', slinky 'thin, lank', slink 
' produced prematurely ', as, a slink calf, Dan. slunken ' schlaff, 
schlotterig, leer', Sw. slinka 'schliipfen, schleichen', slankig 
' schlotterig, nachlassig ', OE. slincan ' creep, slink ', OHG. slinc 
'left' (hand), Gk. Xijyoi 'cease', \ayap6t ' slack, hollow ; pliant', 
\ayav ' empty space, cleft, cave ; flank ', Lat. langued ' be languid ', 
OHG. slah, ON. slakr slcekinn, OE. sltsc 'slack' (cf. Schade, 
Wb. s. v. slac ; Uhlenbeck, Ai. Wb. s. v. l&gati), to which add 
OE. d-seolcati ' become languid ', a-solcen ' slothful, remiss ', 
a-solcennes ' torpor, sloth ', Lith. slegiu ' bedriicke, presse ', 
slogus ' beschwerlich, schwierig'. 

7. Base sele-q-a x -: Lith. slenkii. 'schleiche', slinka 'faulenzer, 
schleicher', slank'e 'bergrutsch, erdfall', ChSl. slqka 'krumm', 
OHG. slango 'schlange', slingan 'winden, flechten, hin- und 
herziehend schwingen', OE. slingan 'schleichen', Du. slingeren 
'schwingen, schleudern', ON. slyngva 'werfen', slyngr 'flink, 
rasch, keck', slunginn 'umgeschlungen; schlau, listig', Sw. 
slangd ' geschickt, durchtrieben ', slyngel ' schlingel, flegel, strick ', 
i. e. 'a slinger, word-slinger, a forward, bold, impudent fellow' 
(so that ON. slyngr ' rasch, keck ' : Sw. slyngel shows a develop- 
ment similar to MHG. quec, kec: NHG. keck), Norw. slengja 
kjeften ' sling the jaw, use insulting language ', slengjeord 
'insulting word, sling', E. slang 'insult with vulgar language', 
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Dan. slcenge ' schleudern, werfen; umhertreiben ', slang 'ge- 
schlepp, gefolge, anhang, sippschaft '. Similarly developed is per- 
haps OHG. slahta ' geschlecht ', Norw. slmgt 'verwandt', Dan. 
sltsgt 'verwandschaft, familie '. Compare ON. slddi ' schleppe ' : 
Sw. dodder ' anhang, gesindel, bande'. 

8. With schlingen, schlinge we may also compare Lat. laqueus 
'noose, snare', lacuna 'hollow, opening, cleft', lacunar, laquear 
'a fretted or paneled ceiling', and perhaps Gk. \cmap6s 'slack, 
loose ', though this may belong to the base sele-po-. (Compare 
Gk. \ayap6s 'slack, hollow, sunken', \ayav 'empty space, cleft, 
cave ', Dan. slunken ' schlaff, schlotterig, leer '.) 

Here also belongs Lat. loquor 'talk', primarily 'flap, clack, 
chatter'. Compare ON. sletda 'schleppen', Sw. sladdra 'hin 
und her schwatzen ', Dan. sladre, LG. schladdern ' schwatzen, 
plaudern ' ; ON. slodra ' sich hinschleppen ', MHG. sloten ' zittern, 
klopfen ', slotern 'schlottern, zittern ; klappern, schwatzen', Dan. 
sludre 'schwatzen, faseln, schnattern'; ON. slora 'dally, dawdle', 
Gk. \tjpos ' idle talk, nonsense '. For many other examples of the 
same development see author's Color-Names and their Congeners, 
XVI, 5 iff. 

9. Base sele-qo-: OE. sealh, OHG. salaha ' willow ', primarily 
' bending, pliant ', Gk. «X«» ' draw, drag, trail ', 6\k6s ' attractive ; 
grasping, greedy; trailing, slow' (notice the widely divergent 
yet quite natural development in meaning : ' attractive ' : ' greedy ' : 
' slow '), oKtcaios ' drawn, towed ; trailing, creeping ', 6\k6s ' a drawing, 
dragging ; track, furrow ', Lat. sulcus ' furrow ', OE. sulk ' furrow ; 
plow ' : Av. harecayeiti ' schleudert, wirft ', Skt. srkd ' lanze ', 
Goth, slahan ' schlagen '. 

This is the same change in meaning as seen in Lith. slenkU 
' schleiche ', OHG. slingan ' winden, flechten, schwingen, schlei- 
chen', Sw. slinga 'schlingen', sl'dnga 'schleudern, werfen', slang 
'schlag, streich, hieb '. That slahan meant primarily 'swing, sway' 
is evident from the derivatives of this base. If the primary mean- 
ing were 'cut', 'thrust', 'pierce' or 'hammer', 'pound', NHG 
schlag would not be used in some of its significations nor should 
we expect such compounds as untschlag, einschlag, etc. Compare 
also Sw. slag 'schlag; umdrehung', sla 'querholz, riegel', ON. 
slaga ' kreuzen, schief gehen ', sleigr ' schlau, listig ', Dan. for- 
slagen, NHG. verschlagen; and Du. sluw, Sw. slug 'schlau', in 
which slu- may possibly come from si-, as also la- in Lat. lax 
'fraus', lacit 'in fraudem inducit', lacto 'allure, dupe'. Here 
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we evidently have the primary meaning 'turning quickly, 
geschickt, gewandt, wily ' as in Sw. sl'dngd ' geschickt, durch- 
trieben', ON. slunginn 'wound up: sly, artful'. Compare the 
same development in Lith. vejil 'turn, twist ', veld, 'wire': OE. 
wll 'wile' (cf. author, Mod. Lang. Notes, XVI, 22 f); OE. 
wrencan ' twist ' : ' play tricks ', wrenc ' artifice, trick ', Skt. vrjin& 
'krumm, falsch, rankevoll'; Lith. verpiil 'spin', i. e. 'twist', Skt. 
vdrpa 'list, kunstgrifP (cf. Uhlenbeck, Ai. Wb. s. v.). 

10. Bases sele-to-, -do-, -dho-: Lith. slatau 'sich vor etwas 
ducken, driicken', Lat. lated 'lurk, skulk, lie hid', latus 'side, 
flank', OSw. slind 'seite', early LRh. slenden 'gleiten', early Du. 
slinderen 'gleiten, ausschliipfen ', MHG. slint 'schlund; schlin- 
ger', sluni 'schlund, kehle, hals; kluft, abgrund; schluck; schlem- 
mer', Goth, fraslindan ' verschlingen ', LG. slendern 'schlen- 
dern', Sw. sldnda 'spindle', ODu. slinder 'thin, slender'; ON. 
slod 'spurweg', slgtda 'iiber die erde hinschleppen'; TL, s latter, 
slattern, Dan. slat, slatten 'schlaff, lose, schlotternd', slentre 
' schlendern ', slunte 'schlendern, treiben', Sw. slinta 'gleiten, aus- 
gleiten, abgleiten', E. slant 'slope', MHG. slenzic ' trage, miissig',

Xavdava, \r)0a> ' escape notice, entschliipfe, entgehe', 
base *sld-dho-, perhaps also in ON. slod ' track '. 

11. Base sele-sa"-: Skt. srarhsate 'fallt ab, senkt sich, erschlafft, 
schwindet hin, zerfallt', ON. slas 'a coming to harm', slys 'mis- 
fortune ', slasask ' come to harm ', Sw. slask ' geschlampe ; schlack- 
wetter; schmutz', slaskig 'schlackerig', slaska 'sudeln; schlack- 
ern ', slusk, ' unsauberer mensch ', E. slash, slush. Compare Sw. 
slumpa 'schleudern', MHG. slampen 'schlaff herabhangen ', 
slump 'schlumpig', NHG. schlempe, etc. 

12. Base sele-ra"-: ON. slora 'dally, dawdle', Gk. X^por 'idle 
talk, nonsense' <*slero-s 'schlotternd', \r)pia 'talk or act fool- 
ishly', Xapivm 'coo', Lith. slardau 'murmelnd antworten'; Dan. 
slark ' taugenichts ' <*slorgo- ' drooping, slack', slarke 'die zeit 
vertraumen', Lat. largus 'abundant, copious' <*slrgo- 'loose, 
wide, large' like laxus, ON. slark 'noise', MHG. slurc 'schlund' 
<*slrgo- 'fallen away, sunken, hollow', slurken 'schlucken', 
Dan. slurk 'schluck', slurke 'trinken', Gk. \apvy§ 'schlund, 
kehle', Lat. lured 'glutton' (cf. Prellwitz, Et. Wb.); Sw. slarfva

With the suffix -%o- the base sele-io-, slei-, sh- is formed, from 
which many derived bases. For this formation compare Skt. 
dhunoti 'schiittelt, bewegt hin und her, entfernt, beseitigt', 
dhu-yd-ti ' wird geschiittelt ', Lat. suf-fid, suf-fltus, suf-flmen (cf. 
Brugmann, Grd. I 2 , 323), OE. dwlnan 'waste away, dwindle', 
dwimor 'specter, delusion' (cf. author, Color- Names, X, 1 g). 
So from selo- in Lith. selU 'schleiche' comes the base sleia"- as in 
Pruss. sloyo 'unschlitt', whence the bases slei-ma x -, -ba'-, -pa'-, 
etc. Similarly with -uo- is formed a new base sele-uo-, sleu-, sla- 
as in Skt. sisarli, sdrali : srd-va-ti ; drati: drd-va-ti ; tdrati: 
Gk. repvs , rpia, and many others (cf. Persson, Wz. 100 ffi). 

1. Base sele-ia'-, slei-: Gk. cKl-rpoxos 'whirling the wheel', 
f\l-Xpv<ros 'creeping plant with yellow flower', Pruss. sloyo 
'unschlitt'. 

2. Base slei-na"-: Gk. IXtvor 'tendril', i\ivva> 'slack from work, 
be slack, lazy ; rest, sleep ; enjoy leisure, keep peace, keep holiday ', 
ckzvifs 'days of rest, holidays'. 

3. Base slei-ma"-: Lith. selejimas 'das schleichen', Lat. lima 
'file', llmo 'rub, schleifen, file, polish', limus 'slanting, sidelong' 
(compare Sw. slinta 'slide': E. slant), Lat. llmen 'threshold, 
lintel, barrier', primarily 'thwart, cross-piece', limes 'cross-path', 
Skt. sreman 'fehler', Lat. llmus, OE. slim 'slime', Gk. \clfta£ 
'shell-less snail', X«/A«y 'moist place, meadow', Olr. slemain 
'lubricus' (cf. Persson Wz. no). Some of these may belong to 
the root lei-, which is confused with slei- in some forms.

silo 'schleie', Lat. saliva 'slime, spittle'. The 'plum-tree' was the 
'gummy, sticky tree'; the schleie 'the slimy fish' (cf. Kluge, Et. 
Wb. s. v.). 

5. Base slei-ba"-: OHG. sllfan 'gleiten, ausgleiten, gleitend 
sinken; schleifen, glatten, scharfen', MHG. slei/ 'schliipfrig',

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take away, diminish, impair', Gk. X«0<o 'pour forth', mid. 'flow, 
trickle, melt away', Lat. liber 'loose, free, bold'.

8. Base slei-da x - : MHG. sllzen ' abstreifen, abschalen ; abnutzen, 
zerreissen, aufbrauchen, hinbringen', refl. 'zerreissen, sich Ibsen, 
abstreifen', intr. 'spalten, reissen, zerreisen', sleizen 'zerreissen, 
spalten; die rinde abstreifen; zerstoren', refl. 'zu grunde gehen, 
verfallen', ON. sllta 'abnutzen, zerreissen', sleita 'streit; arglistig- 
keit, ranke; schlaffheit, tragheit', OE. slltan 'tear, rend, destroy, 
irritate, slander' , Dan. slide 'zerren, reissen; schleissen, abnutzen', 
slid 'abnutzung: anstrengung, miihe', Lat. laedo 'strike, damage, 
vex, annoy', Gk. Xmfyxfr 'bold, impudent', XoiSopos 'abusive, 
reviling'. Compare OHG. sllfan 'gleiten; schleifen': Lat. llbo 
' diminish, impair, take away ' ; Lett, sltpt ' gleiten ', Lith. nil-slimpa 
' entschlupft ': OE. td-sllfan 'split', E. sliver; Goth, sliupan 
'schleichen': afslaupjan 'abstreifen'. 

9. Base slei-ta°-\ OE. slipe 'painful, severe, dangerous', sllpan 
' injure ', Goth, skips ' schadlich, schlimm ', ga-sleipjan ' schadigen ', 
sleipa 'detrimentum', sleipei 'gefahr', etc. These evidently come 
from the primary meaning 'slip off, strip off, wear away' as in 
Lat. llbo; OE. td-sllfan; slltan; Goth, slaupjan. Compare also 
Lat. tero, trivi 'rub, rub to pieces, wear out', de-trimentum 'a 
rubbing off: loss, damage'; mordeo 'bite', primarily 'rub off, 
gnaw', OE. smeart 'causing pain', Gk. (r/«p8aXeor 'dreadful, 
fearful', root smer- 'rub', from which also OHG. smero 'schmeer, 
fett' <*smerq"d-, with which compare NHG. schmirgel 'schlei- 
miger absatz im pfeifenrohr ', Ch.Sl. smruku 'rotz', Lith. smarkata 
'schleim, rotz', and also smark&s 'heftig, grausam', smefkti 'in 
not zu versetzen suchen', NHG. dial, schmorgen 'darben, not 
leiden' (cf. Zupitza, Germ. Gutt. 137). 
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10. Base slei-ga"-: ChSl. Ifeq 'schreite', Lat. ligo 'umschlingen, 
umwinden, bind up, bandage, bind', OHG. sllhhan 'schleichen', 
MHG. stick 'schlamm, schlick', slick 'leise gleitender gang; spur; 
list', OE. she 'cunning', MHG. slichen, slicken 'schlingen, 
schlucken', ON. sleikja 'lick', Gk. \ly8t)v 'scraping, grazing', 
Lat. ligo 'hoe, grub-ax', i. e. 'scraper', OE. slice 'hammer', LG.
